The Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
er surely ought to be willing to pay what the 
Holstein man will for a good beefy calf but 
I find it otherwise now and then. The bull 
is over half of the herd. He is either going 
to set you ahead or back and it is up to the 
breeder which way he wants to go.

using Black bulls on the Hereford and Hereford cross cows. The 
result was better and better the further he got towards the black. 
The greatest difficulty being to procure anything like the number 
of Aberdeen-Angus bulls he required, so he had to use Hereford 
bulls as well. He also tried Durhams and Devons. The Durhams 
were found to be too delicate for our country, which is on a high ex- 
posed tableland at an elevation of 4600 feet above sea level. The 
Devons got too small and were all horn. Finally he decided to stick 
to the Hereford cross only. In 1914 we were able to secure all the 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls we needed, and by 1918 had a complete herd 
of pure black cows, numbering close on five thousand. From then 
on we have improved the quality very considerably, and by 1923 
had what was ack- 
knowledged to be one 
of the finest herds of 
beef cattle in New 
South Wales if not 
Australia. 

“Our experience 
has been that the pur- 
er we get the Blacks 
the better they be- 
came as sellers. We 
have in recent years 
always secured more 
per head for our 
steers than any other 
breeders in the dis- 
trict, and there are 
some very nice Here- 
ford herds here.

I have been feeding cattle ever since I 
was old enough to walk. My father before 
me was a feeder, and his father, an old Ken- 
tuckian, divided his time between cattle and 
horses. So, you see, I sort of inherited the 
knack of making prime beef, just as I did 
my love for horses. I use what I know about 
the one in raising the other. Horses and 
cattle have many things in common. 

For instance, when I look over calves with 
a view of buying what I think will grow in- 
to world’s champion steers, I pay particular 
attention to the eye, ear, head, type, bone, 
hide, conformation and action. Horsemen 
do the same in looking over a colt. A calf 
that looks like a block of wood on four pegs, 
with head erect, ears cocked, bright eyes 
like a bird, shiny coat, free, easy gait, mak- 
ing only two tracks when he walks, has the 
style and action which attracts attention. 
And these are signs that he is the up-and- 
doing sort that fattens readily and econom- 
ically. 

Compare this description with that of a 
good saddle horse. See how closely it fits? 

My father told me these things fifty years 
ago when, for the first time, I went with 
him on a trip to buy feeder cattle. I remem- 
ber it well; I had a new pony, and that was 
my first long ride. 

He took me with him many times after 
that. And as we rode from farm to farm 
he would teach me to judge cattle from a 
distance. I don’t know how far he could 


see, but sometimes he told me the quality 
of stock a quarter of a mile away.

to develop this knack; and, while I have suc- 
ceeded some, I never could get as good at 
it as my dad. 

1 owe a lot to him. He was a wonderful 
father and teacher. I think that he bought 
me that pony to get me interested in cattle. 
I liked to ride and he knew it, and when 
there was little to do around the feed lots or 
fields he would send out on pasture to look 
over the fences and count the cattle. 

Now, there was no need of my counting 
the cattle, but his idea, as I discovered when 
1 grew older, was to get me accustomed to 
looking at good stock, and in this way see 
with my own eyes what he tried to teach me 
by words. 


When dad thought I had experience 


enough he sent me out alone to buy thin 
feeders. I came back with a load covered 
with mud and manure. Lord, how he bawled 
me out! He wasn’t angry or harsh, but he 
told me that I’d paid enough for the several 
hundred pounds of dirt clinging to the steers 
to buy a few acres of good corn land. 

“Farm land by the pound comes pretty 
high,’ he concluded. 
_ I still think of -his advice when I am out 
in the country buying cattle. 1 steer clear 
of lowland farms, which are apt to be mud- 
dy; but if I do happen to purchase stock 
that is caked with dirt I figure in its weight 
and price accordingly. 

Another reprimand I remember came 
when I brought home a load of wild cattle. 

“You'll never get sense!” he cried as one 
of the animals cleared a low fence and raced 
to pasture. “Those steers will run off more 
weight than you can put on with a whole 
crop of corn.”

REDUCED FREIGHT RATES ON REGISTERED 
LIVE STOCK IN LESS THAN CARLOADS. 

Perhaps no other one thing was so greatly appreciated by 
those purchasing pure bred registered live stock for breeding pur- 
poses last year as was the reduced rate granted by a large portion 
of the transportation companies throughout the United States. This 
rate amounted virtually to a half fare for less than carlot ship- 
ments, was granted originally by only a few railroads, the rate to 
terminate December 31st, 1925. Director of transportation, O. W. 
Sandberg, of the American Farm Bureau Federation was active 
throughout the season bringing other and additional railway sys- 
tems under the same ruling. The Journal has used its influence to 
emphasize the importance of extending this ruling to all systems 
and making it permanent. That every possible advantage be grant- 
ed those who are to foster the pure bred business goes without say- 
ing and the transportation systems of America surely realize the 
importance of better live stock and the ultimate business that it 
will bring to them through bringing these cattle to the central 
market places, later to be redistributed through their refrigeration 
systems to the retail trade. ’ 

The Journal is just in receipt of the following communication 
from Director Sandberg which will be appreciated by the buying 
public during the year 1926: “We have just been officially notified 
by the carriers that the present reduced freight rates on registered 
live stock, less carloads, scheduled to be cancelled December 31st, 
1925, will be extended voluntarily to December 31st, 1926.

WHY NOT FEED 
SOME OTHER BREED? 

This querry may sound a bit strange, nevertheless it will serve 
to lead up to a story that will be found most interesting and from 
more than one angle. In this brief sketch will be attempted an an- 
alysis of the yearling fat carlot show cattle sold at the 1925 Inter- 
national. On this particular occasion 37 loads of Aberdeen-Angus 
sold at an average of $16.08 per hundredweight; 40 loads of Here- 
fords sold at $14.81 while 15 loads of Shorthorns sold at $14.41 and 
the single load of -Galloways sold at $14.50. Thus it will be seen 
that the Aberdeen-Angus outsold the Herefords by a margin of 
$1.27 per hundredweight. They outsold the Shorthorns by $1.67 
per hundred pounds. With the individual animals averaging ap- 
proximately 1050 pounds each this difference in price would amount 
to approximately $13.34 in favor of the Aberdeen-Angus as com- 
pared with the Herefords and $17.54 as compared with the Short- 
horns. Even though the ratio of gain for the amount of food con- 
sumed were identical in.each case this margin in itself is worthy of 
the consideration of the feeder who grows or buys the corn used in 
making the gain. In 1924 about the same number of loads showed 
the Aberdeen-Angus to lead the Whitefaces by $1.23 per hundred 
and the Shorthorns by $1.28 per hundred. The 1923 sales showed 
58 cents and &6 cents respectively in favor of the blacks. So then 
this is not a mere accident for 1925. To the contrary the table dis- 
closes that it is quite a fixed policy with the Aberdeen-Angus b 
and that the difference seems to be widening rather than contract- 
ing. Where the good Aberdeen-Angus bullocks are available it 
looks much like they are entitled to a preference in the light of 
past performances of their brethren at the International.

What we need in the western cattle busi- 
ness is more banking resiliency.” 

If the forecast made by the Department of Agriculture of the 
season’s western cattle receipts at the principal markets is criticiz- 
ed, the makers thereof have a good alibi in their lack of knowledge 
of what the bank examiners sent into the cattle country were doing. 
The movement has upset all previous calculations, carrying not only 
the remnant of the aged bovine population west of the one-hund- 
redth meridian, but a mass of female and young stuff that had no 
fitting or seasonal place at the market. 

Meanwhile the claque—reportorial, editorial, and in some in- 
stances official—is descanting on cattle-trade prosperity, basing 
the claim on the fact that a few heavy corn-fed bullocks sold during 
the_summer around $16 per cwt. Elevated in a single season from 
distress to prosperity, the cattleman is proclaimed an example, in a 
collective sense, of industrial and commercial regeneration. Ignor- 
ing the bulky, and apparently interminable, procession of 3%- to 
5-cent cows, 4%- to 6-cent heifers, and 6- to 8-cent steers trooping 
over the stockyard scales, the propagandists, publicists, or what- 
ever they may term themselves, forecast further prosperity. They 
are aided and abetted by the cycle-dopesters—an ingenious crew, 
giving out their preordained results with an air of finality that 
defies contradiction or criticism. 

The latest effort in this particular sphere of Dr. David Friday 
—the railroads’ prosperity apostle—deserves analysis. He asks: 
“What is the ground for the belief that range cattle prices would 
be high this year, and will remain so for six years to come? The

Obviously it is an 
attempt to put Wall 
Street methods in 
vogue in the cattle 
country. When they 
are able to point to 
liquidity of assets, 
call money, and all 
that sort of thing, impossible in the very nature of the industry, the 
program will be considered complete. But it means imposition on 
western bankers of impossible conditions. The live stock business 
cannot be conducted on a call-money basis. Some financial philoso- 
pher has said that a stock-cattle loan never liquidates itself, which 
is both exaggeration and misrepresentation; but such paper cannot 
be handled in the same manner as warehouse receipts for grain, 
lard, or meats, which have an instantaneous market. 

“Cattlemen, nearly 100 per cent honest, cannot comply with 
the restrictions which bankers are compelled to impose on them,” 
said John Clay. “Until. recently we were able to loan freely on 
range cattle and sheep, but under present conditions we are practic- 
ally out of that business, because our bankers will not discount that 
class of paper. We make a loan on a good herd of cattle, in the 
hands of a competent man. Time wears on, calves come, steers fat- 
ten and go to market, and the security appreciates; but the loan is 
not reduced, although the interest is paid promptly. Along comes 
a bank examiner from Washington, calls attention to failure to re- 
duce the loan, and switches it into the ‘slow’ column. Six months 
later he moves it over to the ‘doubtful’ category, although interest 
payments have been met, the security is ample, and the maker is 
a good risk—facts which the examiner apparently ignores. Ulti- 
mately liquidation is forced. Realzing a security has become a 
mania. This system of pulverizing a slow, but stable, security into 
a liquid one cannot continue.” 

Mr. Clay admits that excessive latitude was permitted in the 
case of insolvent banks, but contends that, the tanglewood having 
been cleared away, hacking at healthy trees is doubtful policy. 
“Rigid examination is desirable and commendable,” he said; 
‘but when an examiner lists as ‘bad’ and ‘doubtful’ paper to the 
amount of $100,000 in one bank, of which $60,000 was paid within 
sixty days under forced liquidation. there is room for criticism. If 
the comptroller persists in this policy, incalculable, if not irrepar- 
able, damage will be done to the live stock industry. A mathemati- 
cal system of classing loans as good, bad, or indifferent by a swivel- 
chair occupant who pencils out the term of a cattle loan, regardless

of scarcity. of cheap beef. High cost of hogs concurrently undoubt- 
edly facilitated consumption of this crop of cheap beef, but did not 
insure high prices for cattle other than in the case of relatively 
few, on which high prices represented an exorbitant feed-bill. Dr. 
Friday, discoursing on the feeder’s prospect, adds: “The cheaper 
corn gets, the more wili they bid for a feeder steer that can turn 
70-cent corn into'$14 cattle.” Where does Doc get that $14 stuff? 
At the moment he was uttering it the declining price of corn was 
reflected in a slump of $2 to $3 per cwt. in fat cattle. An economist 
of Friday’s experience and observation should know that there could 
not possibly be a demand for any considerable quantity of the pro- 
duct of $14 cattle, and that, if there were reasonable assurance of 
converting 70-cent corn into $14 cattle, the thing would be auto- 
matically overdone. Friday says: “This is the first year that the 
older and poorer stuff (meaning range cattle) could be sold at a 
good price.” Possibly he refers to the $3 to $3.50 canner-cow mar- 
ket. His prediction that “there are six years of prosperity ahead 
for the cattle country” is based on hog scarcity and tardy rehabili- 
tation of the cattle industry, ignoring the facility with which hogs 
“come back.” 

Among those who loaded western cattle for the 1925 market, 
the “satisfied shipper”—to use a market-paper colloquialism—has 
not been vociferous. It has been a disappointing season, with a 
promising start, a mean middle, and a somewhat inauspicidus end. 
It has been simply a case of too many cattle, due to liquidation— 
in many instances avoidable. Had this sacrifice not been forced, 
the whole mass of western cattle would have realized more money. 
That prices were higher than last year is not to be disputed, but 
expectation at the inception of the season fell far short of realiza- 
tion, not to speak of Frank Lowden’s hobby—cost of production. 
The prattle of the prosperity-boosters, cycle-expounders, and unini- 
tiated chatterboxes generally is provoking rather than reassuring.

The business meeting disclosed that t \e 
association was in a strong vigorous condi- 
tion financially and otherwise; that the 
thorough investigations made into every 
hase of the horse and mule industry had 
om an enviable reputation for the associa- 
tion; and that its growth and influence was 
proceeding rapidly and steadily. _ 
than a quarter of a million people 


aed the 78 pulling contests in five 
states in which the horse power of horses 


was measured with the dynamo- 
—s. who were in actual charge of 
these “tests in Colorado, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Michigan and Pennsylvania were present 
and reported on results. They declared that 
the contests were a great drawing card for 
fairs, farmers picnics, ete., and that they 
were of distinct educational value, teaching 
the value of training, proper harnessing and 
driving, and that they were developing facts 
about the type and temperament of horses 
and mules best suited to heavy draft work. 
Ten other states are already making ar- 
rangements for the purchase of dynamome- 
ters for use in their own states. 
Harry N. Taylor, President of the United 
States Distributing Corporation and the 
United States Trucking Co., New York City, 
using over 1200 horses in the trucking busi- 
ness in and around New York City, says the 


horse has proved himself the most economi- 
cal transportation unit. “To give our cus- 
tomers the best service we must have sound, 
well muscled, thick middled horses, weighing 
in hard working flesh from 1550 to 1700 
pounds. There is a shortage of such horses 
now. Farmers who will’ raise them can sell 
them at a good price.” 

C. F. Curtiss, Iowa State College, said, 
“Tf horses ever should become so scarce as 
to be supplanted to any considerable extent 
bv machinery it will mean that many farms 
which cannot be worked profitably by ma- 
chinery becaue of size, weather or soil con- 
ditions, will be abandoned. That will create 
a food shortage that will endanger the 
health of the nation as a whole. One of the 
most effective ways to insure efficient and 
sufficient breeding of the right kind of 
horses is to establish government subsidy of 
stallions.” 

Dr. John W. Adams, President of the 
American Veterinary Medical Association 
gave a very interesting address in which he 
touched on ways of increasing horse effic- 
iency. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Horse Association of America, Wirth S. 
Dunham, Wayne, III., was elected President; 
R. Lawrence Smith, New York City, 1st Vice 
President; F. H. Sweet, Kansas City, Mo.,

This is a typical winter morning. The 
sun arose in all his glory only to be obscured 
later by a dense fog which turned into a 
drizzling rain alternating periodically with 
great beautiful flakes of lily white snow.

Brookside Star was by Black Woodlawn 
the sire of Erwin C. 1912 International 
grand champion bull, and Oakville Quiet 
Lad winner of the same honors in 1910. 
Oakville Quiet Lad also sired Idolmere the 
1919 International grand champion bull. 

With such a line of ancestry what should 
be expected from this bull when properly 
handled and mated with females of ultra su- 
perior qualities?

The members of the association will be interested in the 
more important business transacted at the meeting of the 
Board of Directors on December 3rd and 4th, 1925. The fol- 
lowing directors were elected members of the Executive Com- 
mittee for the ensuing year: A. C. Johnson, Chicago, IIli- 
nois; H. L. Hartley, Duluth, Minnesota and E. B. Laflin, Crab 
Orchard, Nebraska. President S. C. Fullerton, Miami, Okla- 
homa; Vice-President J. M. Tudor, Iowa City, Iowa and the 
secretary are ex-officio members of the committee. 


The directors devoted a great deal of time and thought 
to the financial situation of the association. The Finance 
Committee presented a budget for the current year, based up- 
on a conservative estimate for operating expenses. without 
extensive expansion in any of the activities of the association. 
It was evident that the receipts from registrations and trans- 
fers at the present fee schedule would result in a further de- 
ficit for this year. After careful study it was found necessary 
to adopt the new schedule of fees which was announced in the 
lact issue of the Journal and called to the attention of the 
members in a letter mailed from the office early in January. 
We kelieve that this change in schedule of fees for recording 
cattle will meet with the approval of the members of the as- 
sociation as it will put the organization back on a firm finan- 
cial basis. 


In view of the financial condition of the association the 
Directors voted not to increase the amount of money to be 
offered as special premiums for Fairs and Expositions in 
1926. A detailed statement of the amount appropriated to 
each fair will be announced in a later issue. 


Since the funds of the association are tied up in farm 
mortgages not payable for some years and not available to 
the association to be used as security for the borrowing of 
money it became necessary to provide funds from some other 


source to pay the special premiums appropriated last year 


and other outstanding obligations of the association. Individ- 
ual members of the Board of Directors agreed to make per- 
cena! loans to the association in order to keep up the work of 
the association. 


Rule 2 prohibiting the recording of cattle over two years 
of age was further suspended until March 1, 1926. It is hoped 
that all members of the association will take advantage of the 
further suspension of this rule and bring all registrations up 
to date by that time.

One is that some have 
gone in for the commercial production of 
prairie hay for the market; then lots of the 
younger men have gone in for speculative 
handling of cattle, so they don’t care what 
kind of a bull they use, just so it is a bull. 
Then the farmers who do stay in do not as 
a rule use enough time, judgment and money 
to get the kind of bulls with which to im- 
prove their herds. - ; 

We are organizing a Calf Club in this 
county now and I am doing all I can to get 
a good bunch of Aberdeen-Angus in. My 
nearest neighbor has boys who want Aber- 
deen-Angus calves and I will try to get at 
least six boys to feed Aberdeen-Angus in 
this neighborhood if we can find the 
calves.

feeds added daily. When the grass is up in 
the spring the molasses feed is cut off and 
restored about July 1st, when pastures he- 
gin to dry up. 

Along about the first of September or Oc- 
tober the show stock is sorted from the com- 
mercial cattle and put in dry lot for the fin- 
ishing touches. The same ration is contin- 
ued with the addition of hot cooked barley 
—all they will eat. It is just like oat meal 
and I cover it with a little molasses to in- 
crease the palatability. The feed acts as a 
sort of conditioner, spreading the layers of 
fat even over the body, rather than making 
the cattle gobby. Just before leaving for 
the show ground barley is substituted. 

I learned of the merits of cooked barley 
from Canadians. Each year I judge a show 
in Canada and I find I can learn many good 
things from these feeders. 

I have a herd of sixty-five pure bred cows.

: my own hand. I steer all the 
— soe vat of my best females. Re- 
prt I got $1,400 for three female calves. 
The herd pays for itself. 

In buying my market cattle I follow the 
features of show calves as near as possible. 
Of course I don’t get the same quality and 
preeding—that would cost too much. But 
I do like good stock. In the forty years I 
have been feeding for myself I have made 
nough money from cattle and hogs sold 
a the open market to buy and help pay for 
1,100 acres of central Illinois dirt that is 
worth at least $200 an acre. 

I do my best to save waste feed by keep- 
two hogs behind every steer. Ordinar- 


It got so expensi 


ily there isn’t quite enough for both hogs, 
but more than enough for one. Naturally I 


‘e to add some corn, but even so I’m mak- 
a pork as cheaply as possible, and a 
pound of pork is worth as much as a pound 
of beef. I save again by using self-feeders 


for my cattle. By having these boxes here 


and there over the pastures, feeding six hun- 
dred cattle and a thousand hogs makes just 
enough work for one man after the feeders 
have been filled with corn. To feed by hand 
would take at least three more. 

The ether day I went to my bank. A fel- 
low I didn’t know was next in line at the 
president’s desk. He asked me if I wasn’t 
Ed Hall. 

I said that was what they called me. 

“I’d hate to have your job,” he said. “It’s 
a nice thing, all right, to have taken six 
grand championships at the International, 
but it must have meant living with your 
— with hardly any time for anything 
else.” 

The bank preisdent broke in. 

“Don’t you worry about Ed,” he said. “He 
loves his work.” 

And that, in a way, is my whole story: 
the reason I’m a feeder, the reason I’ve been 
able to make a go of it, and the reason I’m 
7 with life——Courtesy Farm & Fire- 
side. 
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Devons. One large fattener who has taken 
our cattle year after year stated that he 
found our cattle more tractable than any he 
bought. In the yards they are much stead- 
ier than horned cattle and far less liable to 
charge and they respond to careful handling 
in a surprising Way. 

AS a the cows are splendid. They 
will put up a better fight against dogs than 
the horned cattle and, as milkers, are the 
best of the Beef breeds. We never use fos- 
ter-mothers; in fact we milk our Stud cows 
so as to keep them quiet and to more easily 
handle the calves, yet the calves grow just 
as well as those which get all the milk. Any 
decent cows will give up to one pound of 
butter per day. At the last Sydney Show 
we had a pen of three steers, reared as milk- 
ers poddies (that is, had half their food sup- 
ply taken away till they were seven months 
old) on light country, then weaned and put 
on to English grasses till eighteen months 
old. Then they were fed potatoes and chaff 
for four months during the winter, and fin- 
ally fed on American standards till shown 
at two-and-a-half years when they dressed 
an average of 1029 lbs. 

“Finally my experience is that the steers 
are more saleable than any other breed and 
the fats command a better value in the Fat 
Stock markets. The breed is steadily gain- 
ing new converts all through the country, 
the largest of whom is the Melbourne & 
Metropolitan Board of Works which has tak- 
en some fifteen hundred cows from us in the 
last two years for their irrigation farm at 
Werribee where they are showing up to very 
great advantage.” 

Such a tribute from Australia serves to 
indicate the potentiality of that great mark- 
et with the growing appreciation of Aber- 
ceen-Angus cattle. Ner is it otherwise. in 
other countries and we think that in the 
United States there is to be a great renewal 
of interest in matters pertaining to the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed. Not the least inter- 
esting is the extent to which Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls are now being introduced to the 
great western ranges, though there is a real 
diffeulty in securing bulls in sufficient num- 
ers owing to the limited number of pufe 
bred herds in and adjacent to the range 
belt. As one Oregon stockman tersely puts 
it: “I want to get some more Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls this coming fall, that is if I 
tan get the kind I want for prices where 
they belong. For cold and snowy weather 


they are the best.” With increased exper- 
ience of the breed on the range and of their 
suitability for the conditions there as also 
with the steadily-increasing number of pedi- 
gree herds, supplies should become more 
easily available and a huge outlet should be 
provided for bulls of the breed. 

Barring a bull shipped to the far off Folk- 
land Islands, and a small shipment to Chile, 
the whole of the animals exported during 
the period under review were for the Ar- 
gentine. These were headed by the great 
Highland champion Romping Rover, and for 
bulls of this type there would at present be 
a very keen inquiry from that country. The 
supply of really good bulls is, however, ex- 
ceedingly limited, and such has been the de- 
velopment of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
throughout Argentina that the demand is 
only for the best. Breeders at home must 
zealously guard against any lowering of 
standard in the bulls which they put on the 
market. There is plenty of room for im- 
provement, but at the other end too much 
havoc is being done. Considering the wide- 
spread hold which the Shorthorn gained in 
the Argentine before the appearance of the 
Aberdeen-Angus. It is truly wonderful to 
note the position to which the breed has 
there risen. Steadily the number of its pa- 
trons is increasing, and the stricter the 
classification of Argentine beef becomes in 
this country, as it undoubtedly will in the 
face of competition from other parts, the 
more rapid will be the growth of the Aber- 
deen-Angus cause. Meanwhile it is pleas- 
ing to note that although there were no sen- 
sational prices at the sale of the Aberdeen- 
Angus champions at the Buenos Aires show, 
such as were reported in connecticn with the 
sale of the Shorthorn grand champion, the 
prices made by the Aberdeen-Angus were 
on a sound, business-like level, and were 
marked by great steadiness. To some extent 
these prices would have been affected by the 
fact that the champion bull of the breed was 
not offered for sale, being retained for stud 
rurposes by his owner, Senora Damasa de 
Lamas, a lady who made her first appear- 
ance as an exhibitor of Aberdeen-Angus at 
the Palermo show. 

This sire, it may be noted, is by Eucalyp- 
tus of Stagenhoe, bred by Mr. Bailie Haw- 
kins, Herts, and is a son of Mulben Elector. 
The reserve grand champion bull, Eristic 
Luna 16th, show by Mr. Benjamin Barreto, 
and by Eristic of Bleaton, bred by Messrs.

Marshall and Mitchell, Bleaton, Blairgowrie 
was sold for £1500. The junior champion 
was Ombu Candelaria, shown by Manuel 
Fraga, and it sold at £580, while Mr. Bar- 
reto’s reserve junior champion, Jordal Luna 
42nd, closely related to Jordal of Ballindal- 
loch, made £570, and another bull from the 
same herd brought £420, making the highly 
satisfactory average for the champion bulls 
of this breed of £800. 

As in the case of the Aberdeen-Angus, the 
grand champion, Hereford, was not sold, but 
just for sake of comparison it may be men- 
tioned and the reserve champion made £580, 
and the reserve senior champion £500, which 
were the highest prices obtained for animals 
of that breed at the sale of the champions. 

The Spring sales were characterized by 
great signs of good health in matters Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. It is true that individual 
prices were not so high as has very often 
been seen—-less than one-fourth indeed of 
the high water mark of public sales. But 
the true position of a breed is not to be 
judged by a few high prices so much as by 
the general trade which permeates the rank 
and file of transactions and shares out to 
all breeders some portion of the rewards. 
This was the experience of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders during the important sales in the 
spring when by public auction there were 
disposed of no fewer than 1591 bulls which 
sold at the very satisfactory average of 51 
pounds 19 shillings. The feature of the sale 
was not so much the exceedingly good aver- 
age and its general increase as compared 
with the previous year, but the fact that 
this increased average should have been 
made when the number of bulls disposed of 
also showed a very substantial increase. To 
put it plainly to breeders they are taking 
too big risks in thus overstocking the mark- 
et. It is possible to make Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls too common by cheapening them 
through oversupply and this is a matter 
which is entirely in the hands of the breed- 
ers themselves. To have fewer bulls and to 
have these of a higher general standard 
would be in the interest not only of the 
breed, but of breeders themselves. It must 
be remembered that in such a country as 
Argentina, general results are closely 
watched, and by these general results are 
set the values of the breed, no note being 
taken of the fact that numbers may be very 
much greater in the case of one breed than 


_ of another. 


Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle have 
still a grievance in the exclusion of their 
breed from premiums in a certain part of 
Ireland, and this notwithstanding the fact 
that at the sale at Dublin Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls made an average of 74 pounds 13 shil- 
lings, as compared with 34 pounds 12 shil- 
lings for Shorthorn bulls and yet in that 
part of Ireland we see Aberdeen-Angus ex- 
cluded from the premiums, and all the ad- 
vantage offered for Shorthorns. In face of 
public opinion as expressed in terms of L. 
S. D. at the public sales throughout Ireland 
it seems petty to refuse to at least give 
equal treatment to all the breeds. Of the 
widespread increase in the recognition of the 
worth of the Aberdeen-Angus when it comes 
to a question of beef production and of 
stores intended for feeding there can be no 
doubt, and just as, since the war, the stand- 
ard of meat consumption in this country has 
risen to a very appreciable extent, so there 
is a growing concensus of opinion amongst 
practical men in the meat trade that that 
quality cannot be got apart from the use of 
Aberdeen-Angus blood. 

The features of the spring sales need not 
be detailed in view of the notices of these 
given during the season. It was at Perth 
that the top price of the season was made of 
735 pounds for the champion bull from Bal- 
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lindalloch and in view of this py;

wide field was yet to be tapped for 
breed. English breeders, ssn to be 
mind make a mistake in not sending their 
best bulls to these fields, a right place will 
not be secured for the breed and its right 
place of importance will not be given to the 
Spring sale in England unless breeders send 
forward the best which they have. It was 
shown as never before that there would be 
a demand for the best of the bulls for stock 
purposes and the presence of the very best 
would tend to give the sale and the breed a 
much better standing. 

The summer and autumn saw the disper- 
sion of several well known herds including 
those of Lord Saltoun, the late Dr. Romett 
and of Mr. R. L. Grant of Auchinbrire, 
whom many hope to see back into the ranks 
of active breeders before very long. Of the 
autumn dispersions the most important was 
that of the herd of the late Mr. Alex Whyte, 
Easter Denoon, when exceedingly buoyant 
trade was experienced for all ages of stock. 
The presence of a number of buyers from 
Ireland testified to the continued and ever- 
increasing interest in the breed there. Of 
the eighty-five head—including 32 calves— 
which brought a_ general average of 54 
peunds 16 shillings 8 pence, Irish breeders 
accounted for twenty-six and they also 
bought largely at the dispersion of Mr. W. 
S. Ferguson’s Balgersho herd, contributing 
substantially to the general average of 49 
pounds 9 shillings for twenty-one head. The 
largest sale during the autumn was that 
held at Aberdeen, when 272 head brought an 
average of 40 pounds 3 pence, a drop It is 
true on previous years’ averages but in 
connection it should be kept in mind that en 
tries were more numerous by almost one 
hundred.

. eding out inferior specimens. Can breed- 
= yeasonably expect that cattle which they 
consider to be not sufficiently good for their 
pen herds can be considered good enough 
pr the herds of others? We know that this 
‘. a matter that affects all breeds; other 
rae can regulate it as they consider best, 
but appeal is made to Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders to see to it that the offense com- 
of is minimized; that a drastic weed- 
ing out of herds should be by way of the 
store or fat ring and not through the pedi- 
gree sale ring which only serves to bring 
the best interests of the breed into disrepute 
by lowering values all around. A larger 
view in this matter should be taken and it 
is one which affects owners of all herds, 
eminent as well as little known, for no breed 
could be expected to flourish as it should if 
numbers are inflated by the inclusion of 
what are really inferior specimens. This 
holds true both of the spring sales of bulls 
and of the autumn sales of females, and 
with the prices that have been going in the 
fat cattle markets for animals of Aberdeen- 
Angus type there is no excuse for it and it 
is not playing the game from the point of 
view of the interests of the breed, both at 
home and abroad and such a practice should 
be discontinued. Every animal bred even in 
the best of pedigree herds no matter what 
the breed is not fit for what should be rec- 
ognized as an important task, namely the 
carrying on of its lineage, and we are con- 
fident that if breeders would only calmly 
consider this matter and act as their con- 
victions dictate, a substantial all round im- 
provement would very soon be felt through- 
out the pedigree cattle industry. 

The summer show season need call for 
little more than a passive reference. So far 
as the Aberdeen-Angus breed was concerned 
the outstanding feature was the general su- 
periority of the female over the male classes. 
Both Roval English and the Highland yield- 
ed female champions for the breed. The 
great Maisemore cow Eve 3d retaining her 
premier position at the Royal at Chester, 
with Mr. Elgey’s Geordie of Goodmood re- 
serve champion and champion of the males. 
At the Highland at Glasgow Wm. Pathullo’s 
Pan of Philorth was head of his sex, but 
great bull as he is, he had to give way in 
the breed championship to the lovely Juana 
Erica cow from the Harviestoun herd, Jeka 
Erica. At most of the local shows the breed 
was also very well represented. The im- 
portance of the Great Yorkshire as a show 
centre for the breed is becoming evident te 
a greater and greater extent each year and 
the best interests of the breed were well 
served in this connection by the represen-

son. Nor is it without significance to note 
that for the first time Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle were exhibited at shows so widely apart 
as Glendale, Wooler, and the Vale of Glam- 
organ at Comgate. A quarter of a century 
ago the Aberdeen-Angus were striving for 
fuller recognition at the leading shows of 
Ireland. At the last Royal Dublin show the 
Aberdeen-Angus led in numbers. So rises 
oil to the surface of the water. By sheer 
merit the breed has forced itself into recog- 
nition, and by oft provided proofs of suit- 
ability for market requirements of the pres- 
ent day. At the Royal Dublin Show the 
leader in the aged bull class was Mr. Robb’s 
Equita of Ballindalloch, which was also re- 
serve for the breed championship, and also 
champion of the breed at Belfast. At the 
Royal Dublin however he was defeated by 
Mr. R. C. Williams’ Pianola of Cooleower by 
Ermelo. The best bull bred in Ireland was 
Viscount Furness’s Lucifer of Gilltown 


which was also reserve in all champions to 
Equita while reserve for the female cham- 
pionship was Pianette, also shown by Mr. 
Williams. 

The year draws to a close under hopeful 
auspices. Never before was there a time 
when the Aberdeen-Angus type reigned so 
supremely in the commercial cattle markets 
of this country. The future lies to a great 
extent in the hands of the breeders them- 
selves. Scotland fortunately keeps clear of 
foot and mouth disease—so far—and string- 
ent measures are being taken to preserve 
this clean bill of health, though in the south 
and midlands of England the position is very 
disappointing at the time of writing. Many 
breeders consider that Scotland is being un- 
duly penalized by Canada, the United States 
and other countries refusing to accept cattle 
from that country on the grounds that there 
= cases of foot and mouth disease in Eng- 
and.
